rjiuaguia was associated for a titm 


with AntoniuB 2arotus, afterward with tin 
Geruion Waldopel and later with John 
Bonus. The publication of the "Lives ol 
the Ciesars" precedes by one year tho lirsl 
Greek book over printed, which was tho 
Greek Grammar of Constantino Lnscam,ex- 
ecuted at Milan by Dionyeiufl Paravisinns in 
147(1, and by six years the first printed por 
tion of tho Holy 
Scriptures m Greek 


viz., 
the Psalms, issued there ia 1481. 


This book, which is a fine specimen of early 
printing aud in excellent preservation, is 
printed on heavy paper sized with parch- 
ment, a greater portion of tlio pages being 
aa bright and clean as when they left the 
press, whilo on others are nnnotiiLions in 
Latin. Space is left throughout tho book 
for illuminated initial letters to be muertec 
by hand, which work has never been per- 
formed. 
It is R largo quarto with wide 


margin, and compares remarkably well with 
tho best opecimouB of modern printing. The 
first page is apparently missing. From a 
manuscript note on tho fly-loaf the book is 
supposed to have belonged to the library o] 
Lord Spencer,—[Worcester (JIatu.) Spy, 
December 1-".

vilenoss aud grown in filth. Can you not 
give more for au article grown and fattened 
as nriue has been ?" "\Ve cannot." "Then,17 


Btiid tho seller, "what u tho ndvaiitago of 
direful attention in raising pork?" 


So we thought; aud we would like to ask 


every reader who buys a piece of pork, to 
consider tho farmer's remark. 
If tho con- 


sumer has no interest in good, cleauly- 
growu and henltnily-fntteiiett pork, U-t him 
take what ia in tho market,—and the fewer 
questions ho auks, the Letter. 
If ho has, ho 


hould iubist upon having such as this farm- 
er raised, and pay for it, if need be, an extra 
price. 
If this wore done, tho market man 


would have to look out for euch an article, 
and pay conscientious, cleanly farmers for 
thoir jmina. 
So long na tlio consumers 


make no distinction in these matters, iho 
market men cannot bo expected to.—[Golden 
Ruin.
